1 . Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cirigliano 
et al (U.S. Patent No. 6036986). 

The claims stand rejected for the reasons set forth in the last Office Action (Paper 
No. 8, mailed 1/16/2003). 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 4/23/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 1 

Applicants argue that Cirigliano et al does not teach essential oils. However, fruit 
juice inherently contains essential oils. Cirigliano et al discloses the use of fruit juice in 
general, but also sets forth a tea flavored with lemon, thus indicating the use of lemon 
juice as an example. Lemon juice inherently contains essential oils as called ofr in 
claims 2 and 3.
